The applicant argued that the cited art does not provide redundancy capability (see Remarks page 17 lines 3-20). 
In response, the examiner asserts that having redundancy capability merely requires having a backup system in the event of a failure. 
Wolff discloses a client in communication with a primary server and a redundant/alternate server (Col 5 lines 23-35 and see fig 1A). 
Furthermore, Wolff discloses using the alternate path in the event that an overload condiditon or failure occurs (Col 5 lines 37-57). Wolff 
discloses information being passed between servers 104B and 106B via link 84, thus indicating redundancy (Col 6 line 47-Col 7 line 5) 

The examiner requests that the applicant make reference to fig 11a which depicts redundant resources connected to a server (see fig 
11 A). 

The applicant argued that the alternate path is not independent from another path. The examiner asserts that an the alternate path 
(element 76) is clearly independent of the primary path (element 74). 

The applicant argued that the cited art does not disclose a matching resource. The examiner asserts that Peterson's invention is used to 
depict matching resources, where having two units with the same information is common within the art and can be applied to any system 
involving memory and redundancy. The concept of Peterson may be applied to the invention of Wolff, wherein Wolff discloses load 
balancing, where load balancing allows information to be transmitted to both servers. The concept of Peterson allows one of the ordianry 
skill in the art to modify Wolffs invention to balance loads with the same information. 

Further arguments make reference to dependent claims and have been previously addressed within the response to arguments.
